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TO FIGHT TIE-UP 
OF TAX REFUNDS 


| Reteen of Over $30,- 
000,000 to Consumers 
Up in Congress

Washington, Jan, 29.—The Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and represcptatives of 
the dealers’ and parts associa- 
tions are making a determined 
fight against the proposal of 
Congress to tie up the refund it 
is about to authorize of excise 
taxes on tires and automobile 
parts, which were collected il- 
legally by the government, it was 
learned today. 
$30,000,000 
tied up in 
treasury, having been 
certain items, 
plugs, coils, batteries, tires and 
other parts. This amount repre- 
sents items which it. was ruled the 
Treasury Department had no auth- 
ority on which-to collect the tax. 

Under the excise laws, the gov- 
ernment, at the outset, collected 
5 per cent. on batteries, irrespective 
of their use in radios, etc. Later 
the Board of Tax Appeals held that 
these taxes were not within the in- 
tention of Congress. 

The latest proposal is to return 
these taxes to the manufacturer, 
who paid the tax to the govern- 
ment, with the understanding that 
it be passed back to the dealer and 
eventually to the consumer. 

To insure this~ return, Repre- 
sentative Green of Iowa, chairman 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, introduced a rider to 
the House deficiency bill, which 
was approved. It is specified in 
this rider that no refund of such 
taxes shall be made unless bond 
is furnished by manufacturers or 
importers to insure the refund to 
the consumer. 

As a result of the arguments ad- 
vanced by Alfred Reeves of the 
iN. A. C. C., and other representa- 
ltives of the industry, it is expected 
lthat the Green rider will be 
stricken out of the bill when it 
comes up in the Senate for final 
passage.
